F. No. 3/117/93/IPC-II. —Attention is invited to sub-para (iii) under Part-A of Appendix XV1I-D of Handbook of 
Procedure (Vol. 1), 1992-97 (As amended upto 25th March, 1996) pertaining to Engineering Products Export (Replenishment 
of Iron and Steel Intermediates) Scheme. In pursuance of this provision. Value Based Input Output norms for steel interme¬ 
diates to issue Value Based Advance Licence to the producer of Iron & Steel Intermediates availing the aforesaid Scheme are 
hereby notified as per Annexure ‘A’. 

2. The norms have been mainly divided in two parts viz. sensitive and non-sensitive items The sensitive items can be 
imported upto the quantity shown against each item within the value limit fixed. The unutilised value of sensitive items can be 
utilised for import of non-sensitive items. While, Refractories and Ferro-Alloys can be imported upto the extent of 50% of the 
CIF value of the licence, the entire value of the licence can be utilised for import of other non-sensitive items Items which are 
in the form of consumables are allowed with Actual User condition. In addition to the items specified in the norms, “spares”, 
required for the maintenance of capital goods installed in the factory of licencce to manufacture Iron and Steel Intermediates 
is allowed upto 5% of the CIF value of the licence within the overall value of the licence with Actual User Condition. 

3. These revised norms will be applicable for issue of Value Based Advance Intermediate licences to the producers of 
steel as per Part A of the Scheme against Release Advice(s) issued to an exporter of Engineering Products against the exports 
made on or after the date of issue of this Public Notice. Similarly, only those Release Advicc(s) which has been issued against 
the exports made on or after the date of issue of this Public Notice, will be taken into account for the purpose of discharge of 
export obligation against Value Based Advance Intermediate licences issued to the producer of steel as per Part B of the 
Scheme.
